at mne o’cloch in the forenoon of said day. The House was called 
to order by Ihis Excellency the Governor, the Sceretary of the Ter 
tory having failed to attend, After prayer by the Rev, Damel 
Carn, His Execlleney preeented the roll of the members elect, which 
was called by the Hon Z, Buow, associate justice of the Supreme 
Comt of the United States, in and for the Tuiritory of Utah, when

Mr. Kay stated that he was spoken of as a candidate for Repre- 
sentative from Davis county, but could not be, not boing a natural- 
ized citizen; and that he understood Mr. Brownell was elected a 
Representative from Davis county. 

Ir. Lamercaux said he understood that Mr Brownell was clec- 
ted from Davis county; and, on motion, Mr. Brownell took the oath, 
and 9 seat until the Poll Books of Davis county are received. 

Ob motion, Rodney Badger was eleeted messenger, pro tem. 

Mr, Rowberry said that he was not a citizen of the United States, 
though lie had, lived in the country twelve years, and kad applied 
for, but had not yet received his naturalization papers. 

On motion, the House decided that the Organic act, sec. 5th, did 
preclude said John Rowberry from a seat in this body. 

On motion, the clerk was ordered to inform his Excellency the 
Governor of the yacancy in Tooele county, and of the wish of the 
House that he order an election in said county. `

Excellency Brigham Young, Governor of Utah Territory, who was 
seated immediately in front of the Speaker’s chair. f 

The joint committee appomted to wait upon the Judges of the 
Supreme Court and the Seeretary ofthe Terri‘ory, appeared es- 
corting the Hon. Z. Snow, one of said Judges. They reported that 
they had visited the Hon. Judge Broechus and Mr. Secretary Harris; 
‘but the answer returned by them was so vague and indefinite, that 
they did not know whether they would respond to the invitation or 
not. The committee also reported that they did not see the Hon. 
Judge Brandebury. 

The United States District Attorney, Seth M. Blair, Esq., was 
also seated within the bar. 

The House was called to order by the President of the Council, 
who then informed His Excellency the Governor, that the two Houses 
were now ready to receive any communication he might be pleased 
ta make.

The Governor then presented his Message to the Assembly; 
which was read by his private secretary, (Thos. Bullock, Esq.,) as 
follows: 
Fellow Citizens of the Council, 
and House of Representatives, 
of Utah Territory: 

Having called you from your various avocations, to conyene in 
General Assembly, at an earlier day, and upon a shorter notice 
than might appear desirable, I will proceed without delay to lay be- 
fore you, the chief reason for so doing, as well as make such otha 
suggestions, as to me shall appear necessary and proper, and as 
shall occur to my mind. á : 

It is a matter ofcongratulation to me, that thus far in our history 
political and social, unity has pervaded our councils, fidelity and 
integrity cur trusts; and while ircely admitting the embarrassments 
of new and untried positions in the affairs of government, yet, there 
are none other, than those whose information extends to the wants 
and wishes of the people, with whom they have to do, that are so 
well qualified to become the recipients of their confidence. 

Hence the wisdom ond necessity of toral legislation; of legislation 
Ly the immediate representatives of the people, who, coming as they 
do, from their midst, must necessarily knew, what laws are best 
calculated for their benefit, and will best suit their circumstances. 
The General Government accordingly o) ganized the Govcinment of 
Uteh; and while she reserves unto herself the right of appointing a 
few of the principal officers, nevertheless extends to the Legislative 
Ascumbly of the Territory, “all rightful subiecis of legislation, con- 
sistent with the Constitution of the United States, and the provisions 
Wf ine organie laws.” j 

The subject which I have upon my mind, end which I wish te 
iy before you mote particularly at this time, is the fact of no pro- 
visions being made in the organic act for vacancies occasioned by 
the ‘deaths, removals, or other necessary absence” of any of the 
officers so appointed by the General Government, except the Gov- 
erner; in case of which vacancy occurring, the Secretary performs 
the duties thereof, until such vacancy shall be filled, or the disability 
eeasc co exist. This subject becomes of greater moment, from the 
fact of several of the officers so appointed by the General Govern- 
ment, proposing to leave the Territory early in October next; nor 
vould this involve this Government in so much difficulty, were its 
proximity to the General Government less, or its means of commn- 
nication thereto, moreextensive, But being Hable to be deprived of 
any, and especially so many of those important officers, for such a 
length of time, as necessarily must transpire in the event of their 
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going, and Congress not having.provided any remedy, it appears to 
become nut only a vightful,” but a necessary subject of legislation, 
to provide by law for the present emergencies. Upon the arrival of 
the Territorial officers, the Territory was districted, and the Judges 
assigned their judicial districts, They have, ‘and are, organizing 
courts in therr several districts, preparatory to business. 

Intimately connected with this subject, ard one that will be pro-, 
ductive of much convenience, and good to the people, as well as 
those entrusted with the adjudication and execution thereof, will be 
a code of laws, which, although they may not be very extended in 
their character, should at least show the organization of government, 
and the modus operand: thereof, suficient to indjcate the road to 
speedy and impartial justice. It is more than probable, that such 
di the Supreme Court as shall remain, would take a pleasure in 
mecting à committee from the Legislative Assembly, and give them 
the benefit of their ‘eval learning,” in the formation of such a code, 
if the Assembly should indicate a wish for them to do so. 

It is known thvt this Territory has not been without law; but to 
re-enact and alopt those which will be most conducive to the public 
good, and such others, as may be deemed necessary, will require 
much reflection and time. 

For when we reflect, that the future destiny of onr young com- 
monwealth, depends in part upon its carher legislation, it becomes 
us all, well to consider upon the importance of the duties devolving 
upon us, and not neglectme any known duty; still, giving due con» 
sideration in the ordaming of those laws, which will necessarily er- 
twine themselves around us, esther to entangle us in the meshes of 
conflicting and unmeaning laws, or form those bulwarks of National 
Liberty, Independence, and Jus‘ice, which shall secure those bless- 
ings not only to our-elves, butto succeeding generations. 

Through the munificence of the General Government, we have 
extended unto us, inereased facilities for spending our time for- the 
public weal; for however mush the honest -pride of gratuitous public 
service, may flatter its humble recipients, yet, whilst it impoverishes 

‘all, but his honorable name, and his country’s cause, his anxieties 
will scarcely by lulled, his daily supplies but rarely replenished. 
Knowing, howeyer, as Ido, thatno such inducement has hither- 

to attached itself to the officers of this Territory, ın the faithful dis- 
charge ef their duties, so in the future, I shall expect to see the 
same disinterested devotion to the public welfaic. You have doubt- 
less observed that the organic act requires various duties to be per- 
formed by the Legislative Assembly at its first session, which were 
in the first instance devolved upon the executive. I will dismiss 
this part of the subject, by merely calling your attention to it, and 
remarking, that the power thus vested in me has only been exercis- 
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ed, when the duty seemed imperative, or public netessity required. 
I intend, however, to avail myself of the convening of the Assem- 
bly, to further organize the Territory, by appointing, in connection 
with the Conncil, all such oficers as may be necessary to Hold their 
offices unl superseded by an election, or otherwise, as the Assem- 
bly shall direct. 

The Library, whieh through the Ifberality of the General Gov- 
ernment, hes been bestowed upon this Territory, heving principally 
arrived, if becomes necessary to provide by law, for the safe keep- 
ing and preservation of this muniticent donation; a greater than 
which, could se weely be found, or have been more acceptable, for 
the use and benetit of Uith Itis proper to remark, that the gift 
has been ervea'ly eshancel by the choice selection, end assiduous 
labors of our fellow citizen and delegate to Congress, the Honorable 
John M. Bernhiselin procuring voluntary contributions, from vari- 
ous literary and scientioe institutions throughout the United States, 
as well as the works of several distinguished authors, and miscella- 
heous contributions from publishers, editors, &e ; thus furnishing a 
library ix the midst of the mountains, in the wilderness of deserts, 
of which the oldest and weahhiest State might well be proud. In 
this connection, I wish to state, that the provisional government did 
grant a charter for the University of Deseret, and make an annual 
approptiation of five thousand dollars, for its benefit 

The President and Regents of this Institution, have sclected a site 
for their buildings end grounds, and commenced some permanent 
improvements thereon I therefore recommend, that you extend 
unto them, all necessary legislation, and such pecuniary assistance, 
as You shall find it in your power to give. 

For the advancement and encouragement of primary schools, I 
merely suggest at thìs time, that itis a subject which should attract 
your early attention; and will add, that some system might with 
propriety be adepted, which, requiring the inhabitants of each neigh- 
borhood, consisting of a certain number of families, (to be fixed by 
aw) to’meintain aschool therein. A superintendent of publi: ins ruc- 
tion, with a fixed salary, —might be of inerleuluble benefit, at this 
early period of our national existence, in the f+: “ation of an uniform 
system ofcommon schools, as well as in * ucing an uniform 
system of public instruction. ‘These duties must with propriety be 
devolved upon the President, or some member of the Board of Re- 
gents, who might be enabled, through the encouragement thus af- 
forded, to devote his time to this interesting and eminently useful 
branch of business. 

The provisional government also located the seat of government 
for Utah Territory, at G. S. L. City, and devoted “Union Square,” 
in said city, for the use of public buildings for said Territory. This 
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actof the provisional government, if it meets with your approval, 
should be ratified by you. , , i 

Unlike any other Territory or State, we are entirely surrounded 
by savage tribes, who are wild in their nature, ferocious in their 
character; and being withal somewhat warlike, it becomes necessary 
to provide for the efficient organization of the militia. I would rec- . 
ommend, that encouragement be given to secure mounted troops, so 
far as practicable, as being the most expeditious and efficient, to pro- 
tect the distant frontier from the depredations of those wild men, of 
the mountains. l 

A secure place for the safe-keeping and confinement of criminals, 
should also be provided; and I would propose that the General Gov- ” 
einment be memorialized, for an appropriation for this purpose. 

Ido not purpose at this time going into details of the various 
branches of necessary legislation, pertaining to the government of 
Utah; but merely directing your attention to those things which le 
immediately before us, and which are required to be attended to, by 
the organic act at your first session. It will of course remain with 
your honorable body to continue in session during your own good 
pleasure, Iam aware that the time might be profitably employed 
for many months; as it must be obvious to all, as 1t is to me, that the 
Legislative Assembly have great and important duties to discharge 
I would, however, recommend that you do not adjourn until you 
shall have accomplished the necessary legislation. : 

If therefore, your session should be prolonged, I shall avail myself 
of the privilege of again communicating with you, feeling as I do, an 
ardent desire to see good and wholesome laws suited to the condi- 
tion of the people, and the government established upon a permanent 
basis. I will now close by invoking the assistance of Almighty God, 
that he may vouchsafe unto us all, wisdom, commensurate with the 
duties resting upon us, that the spit of unity, peace, and enlighten- 
ed intelligence, may pervade all’our acts..

The title of said resolution was then agreed to. 

On motion of Councilor Smith, 

The joint session dissolved. `

Representatives’ Harr, Monday, Jan. 5, 1852, 
2 o'clock, p. m. 

‘Lhe two houses met in joint session, according to previous ar- 
rangement. : . 

The President of the Council in the chair. 

On motion, 

Councilor Smith, and Messrs. Spencer and Woolley were appoint- 
ed a committee to wait upon His Excellency, the Governor, and in- 
form him that the two houses were now in 4 joint session, and ready 
to receive any communication he might have to make. 

Said committee withdrew, and escorted the Governor to the house. 

At the Governor’s request, his private Secretary, (Thos. Bullock, 
Esq.) read his Message to the Legislative Assembly, as follows: 


TO THE COUNCIL AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 

LEGISLATURE OF UTAH:— 
(TENTLEMEN:— ` 

In recurring again to subject matter which may be deemed wor- 
thy of your consideration, I cannot retrain from first expressing the 
gratitude of a grateful heart, to the Almighty Disposer of human 
events, for the continuance of His kind blessings; invoking His wis- 
dom, and the intelligence of High Heaven to direct all efforts for the 
well being of society, and the guidance of the affairs of men. 

When I reflect upon the kind dealing of the God’of Israel towards 
the people which you represent, I am led to the certain conviction 
that He has held us all in the arms of mercy, and contributed more 
for our benefit, than we at present can appreciate, or fully under- 
stand. Acting under this conviction, it well becomes us fret of 
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all, to implore His divine protection and assistance, to sustain, 
guide, and direct us in the discharge of those duties which devolve 
upon us. 

We have now commenced a New Year, in the midst of recurring 
events, which have closed the old, and through which she has wa- 
ded, to the fulfilment of her destiny; she-has made her mark upon 
the scroll of fame, whether for high or low estate, subsequent time 
will develop; happily ifso blended therewith, are the good and char- 
itable acts of men, as shall leave her escutcheon of a bright and 
shining lustre, no blot thereon to tarnish, no venom to corrode. 

In the discharge of those duties incumbent upon the Executive 
Department, I have endeavored, while enforcing the salutary re- 
straints of law, to be guided by the spirits of wisdom and forbear- 
ance, congenial with the true interpretation of its provisions, observ- 
ing the rule that it is better to live above law, than promote liti- 
gation, in order to enforce its 1ig9id observance. 

Itis highly gratifying to every lover of peace, that so few infrac- 
tions of law have eccurred; and those few, although generally of a 
minor consideration, having met the prompt and energetic exercise 
wf civil jurisprudence, will, it 1s hoped, ‘ensure future protection 
and safety from evil practices of wicked and designing men. 

It is important that the laws should be revised, and published in 
some more tangible form; as no facilities for binding have hith- 
erto existed among us, they have been distributed on’ loose 
sheets, and soon lost, misplaced, or worn out. ` 

I now again suggest that a commission be appointed, not only to 
gather up and revise the old, but fwnish a code of practice for our 
courts, laws regulating Executors and Administrators, descent of 
Property, and other laws of a general nature. 

It will be observed by reference to the Adjutant General’s Re- 
port, that the laws fegulating the Militia are very deficient; this in 
consideration with our depending solely upon our own resources 
for protection and defence, becomes a matter of considerable 
importance, and should engage your early attention. i 

L respectfully direct your attention to some of the suggestions 
‘contained in that report, as being worthy of your consideration; and 
if they should be found preferable to-any other mode, devise 
such laws and regulations‘as shall best promote the early and more 
complete organization and maintaining an efficient Military force. 

The department ofthe Quartermaster and Ccmmissaries of Subsis- 
tence, need some more available means, in order to supply demands 
constantly occurring, and the better preservation of the public 
property. : i 

he Judiciary laws which under our provisional form of gov- 
ernment, appeared sufficient, are defective, under our present 
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Territorial organization, being inapplicable in many of their pro- 
visions, to our present situation, The same may also be said of 
the Election, Revenue, and seyeral other laws. 

In relation to the Revenue law, I would respectfully suggest that 
the Territorial tax be reduced to barely meet the necessary expenses 
ofthe Teritory; leaving the various counties to provide, under pro- 
visions of the proper legislation, for the assessment, collecting, and 
disbursement of their own tax, as also payment of bounty on Fox 
and Wolf ptus. 

Twoul l also sugsest that the County Assessors and Collectors in 
their reopestive counties, assess property and collect in Money, the 
Territori! wx, wishin some recsonable time during the year, which 
shall be xed by law. 

When the emoarrassments which have been experienced for the 
want ofa lic le funds, and the very small cmoun: required of each 
individual, ior che support of government, is considered, it would 
stem th:t no ob-iacle should hinder the full and prompt discharge 
of all such repurements. 

Tt cannot be 2s onerous upon the individual, as itis upon those en- 
trusted wiih the affairs of government, when expected resouices, base 
edupon mild md equitable law, are deficient. Many of the Govern- 
mental expenditures under our present organization are defrayed 
by the General Government, yet there are many which they do not 
provide for. 

The Legis! vure have moreover heretofore made appropriations for 
the encouragement of various manufacturing interesis, as also for 
the encouragement of learning; these appropriations should be met; 
as all must readily perecive,a partial investment made in good faith, 
depending upon the public faith for further supplies, being withheld, 
involves a loss of funds already invested, and proves destructive to 
the enterprise. T have no hesitation in saying, that our true interest 
is, and will be most wisely consulted in domestic manufacturing, to 
the exclusion of almost every article of imported goods. Our cloth- 
ing of every description, sugar, candles, soap, leather, crockery, pa- 
per, glass, nails, much of the hardware, castings, steel, and many 
other articles, for which our merchants continually drain the country 
of money, might be manufactured just as well at home, within our 
own limits, thereby furnishing lucrative employment to the many 
artisans of every description, who are constantly flocking hither, and 
form the basis of a free and independent. State, that. can in no other 
way be accomplished. In all your deliberations on the many sub- 
jects that will present themselves before you, I will venture to say, 
there is none so deeply fraught with every consideration of interest, 
which so completely pervades every class of our citizens, as also 
every department ofthe Government. I do therefore most earnest- 
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ly and sincerely hope, that all needful and necessary encoliragement 
may be given in protective legislation, as well as in appropriations, as 
shall be conducive to the accomplishment of such desirable results. 

Closely connected with‘this subject, 1s another which has often 
been a source of reflection to me; throughout my acquaintance in this 
Territory, which 1s by no means limited, L -scarcely know of an ap- 
prentice to any trade. No young mechanics arising to fill tbe places . 
of those now at labor, when they shall have gone to their rest. ` 

Deplorable indeed must be the situation of th+t people, whose 
sons are not tramed’in the practice of every useful avocation, and 
whose daughteis mingle not in the hum of industry, * Far be it from 
me to accuse this people of any lack of industry; but while every 
energy is brought mto requisition in the most extended labor, it 
well becomes us to give the proper direction to that labor, to that 
untiring and persevering effort which so happily characterizes the 
history of this people. 

The enjoyment of a free and independent people can be accom- 
plished only through this principle. Produce what you consume; 
draw from the native element, the fecessaries of life; permit no 
vitiated taste to lead you into the indulgence of expensive luxuries, 
which can only be obtained by involving yourselves in debt; let 
home industry produce every article of kome consumption. : 

What has become of the interest that parents should have for 
their offspring?—euardians -for their wards? Do they fot know, 
that a useful trade is of more worth to the rising youth, than a patri- 
mony?—that itis a patrimony of itself, far more noble and betitting 
than any othe:?—thas it is the smest road to distinction, as well 
es usefulness, that a man can tiavel? - 

This subject of course, belongs more properly to the people, as it 
is for them to act in the premises; nevertheless the Legislature may 
do much by framing wise and salutary laws, m relation to Master 
and Apprentice; which shall equally secure the rights, and protect 
the interest of both, while sustaining that relation to each other. 

Let the proper direciion and encouragement be given, to secure 

-these desirable results, and we may reasonably hope ere long, to 
attain to that enviable position, read independence. a 

The University, I am happy to say, is in successful operation, 
under the guidance of the Chancellor and Board of Regents, so far 
as a school can promote its interests; although that institution has 
suffered in common with other enterprises, for the want of the prom- 
ised aid from the Legisfature. The grounds are partly enclosed 
with a very good stone wall, and a building designed for their tem- 
porary use, is commenced in the thirteenth ward of this city. 

The fostering hand of the Government could be exercised to no 
better purpose than providing for the education of the youth. You 
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are doubtless already sufficiently alive to the importance of this 
subject, to extend such pecuniary assistance as shall be commensu- 
rate with your ability. i 

In accordance with the resolution of the Legislature locating the 
seat of Government at Pauvan valley, and authorizing me to appoint 
commissioners to select a site for the Capitol,, and seat of Govern- 
ment; L complied with that requirement, by appointing Professors 
Orson Pratt and Albert Carrington, Jesse W. Fox, Esq., William C, 
Staines, and Joseph L. Robinson, said commissioners. They imme- 
diately proceeded to the performance of their duties, and have made 
their ieport, which I take great pleasure in presenting to you. « 

Iè appears from their observations, that the location is far more 
central than this city, and that the valley will sustain a large and 
dense popul stion. 

The locating of the seat of Government in that valley, will, it is 
believed, eneourage settlers to go there, and very much facilitate 
the settlement of all suitable places in that region. Under all these 
considerations, its location at that point appears judicious upon its 
ewn merits, and will unquestionably advance the already prosperous 
and vastly inereasing resources of the Territory. At Fillmore city, 
one wing of the State House will. probably be finished for the ac- 
commod.tion of the crsuing Legislature. This will be built with 
the funds furnished by the General Government, for the erection of 
suitable public buildings at the seat of Government. z 

The practice of pwchasing Indian childien for slaves, is a trade 
carried on by the Mexican population of New Mexico and Califor- 
nia. These traders of late years, have extended their traffic into 
the limits of this Territory. This trade I have endeavored to pre- 
vent; and this fall, happening to encounter a few of them in my trav- 
els, as Superintendent of Indian Affairs, strictly prohibited their 
further raie. ‘The majority of them appeared satisfied; and after 
making a few exchanges of property in the settlements, returned to 
their own country; unfortunately, however. a few of them still de- 
termined to Garry on their nefarious traffic; they have been arrested, 
and are now on their trial in this city. 7 

Tt is unnecessary, perhaps, for me to indicate the true -policy for 
Utah, in regard to slavery. Restrictions of law and government 
make all servants; but human flesh to be dealt in as property, is not 
consistent or compatible with the true principles of government. 
My own feelings are, that no property can or should be recognized 
as existing in slaves, either Indian or African. No person can pur- 
chase them, without their becoming as free, so far as natural rights 
are concerned, as persons of any other color. Under the present 
low and degraded situation of the Indian race, so long as the prac- 
tice of gambling away, selling, and otherwise disposing of their 
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children, as also sacrificing prisoners, obtains among them, it séems 
indeed, that any transfer would be fo them a relief and a benefit. 
Many alite by this means is saved; many a child redeemed from the 
thraldom of savage barbarity, and placed upon an equal footing with 
the more’ favored portions of the human race. If in return for 
favors and expense which may have been incurred on theit account, 
service should be considered due, it would become necessary that 
some law should provide the suitable regulations under which all 
such indebtedness should be defrayed. This may be said to present 
a new feature in the traffic of human beings; itis essentially pur- 
chasing them into freedom, instead of slavery; but it is not the low, 
servile drudgery of Mexican slavery, to which I would doom them; 
not to be raised among beings scarcely superior to themselves, but 
where they could find that consideration pertaining not only to civil- 
ized, but humane and benevolent society. ~ 

So shall the benevolence of the human heart be called into action, 
to promote-the improvement of the down-trodden race, whose fa- 
thers long swayed the destiny of empires; so shall the condition of 
the poor, forlorn, destitute, igndrant savage, or African, as the case 
may be, become ameliorated, and a foundation laid for their advance- 
ment in the scale of useful, exalting existence; useful to themselves, . 
to their nation, and all who shall come within the purview of theix- 
influence. : a ©; 

Thus will a people be redeemed ‘from servile bondage, both men- 
tal and physical, and placed upon a platform upon which they can 
build, and extend forth as far as their capability and natural rights 
will permit; their thraldom will no longer exist, although the seed of | 
Canaan will inevitably carry the curse which was placed upon them, 
until the same authority which placed it there, shall see proper to 
have it removed. Service is necessary; itis honorable; it exists in 
all countries, and has existed in all ages; it probably will exist in 
some form, in all time to come ee 

It has long since ceased to become a query with me, who were the 
most amenable to the laws of righteousness; those who through the 
instrumentality of human power, brought into servitude human be- 
ings, who naturally were their own equals; or those acting upon the 
principle of nature’s law, brought into this position or situation, 
those who were naturally designed for that purpose, and whose ta- 
pacities are more befitting that, than any other station in society. 
Thus, while servitude may and should exist, and that too upon those 
who are naturally designed to occupy the position of “servant of 
servants; yet we should not fall into the other extreme, and miake 
them as beasts of the field, regarding not the humanity which at- 
taches to the colored race; nor yet elevate them, as some seem dis- 
posed, to an equality with those whom Nature and Nature’s God 
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has indicated to be their masters, their superiors; nor yet again drag 
into servitude, through the circumstance of penury or misfortune, 
those our equals, peradventure of a common parentage with our- 
selves; but rather let us build upon a foundation which the God of 
Nature has furnished; observing the law of natural affection for our 
kind, and subserve the interest of our fellows, by extending the prin- 
ciples of true liberty to all the children of men, in accordance with 
the designs of their Creator. 

During the past year, the settlements have continned to extend, 
until we now have a line extending from near Bear river on the 
north, unto within twenty-five miles of the southern rim of the Great 
Basin; a distance of about three hundred and fifty miles; and a com- 
pany is now forming, who design making a settlement near the Santa 
Clara, far beyond that point; also east and westa few settlements 
are formin's, although not so extensive in those directions. It is 
desirable that a settlement should be made on Mary’s river, in order 
to preserve peaceful relations with the Indians in that region. 
They have become of late very troublesome to travelers, stealing 
their animals, rubbing and killing them as they have opportunity. 
here is a successiul settlement now established on the west side of 
Tooele, where the Indians had become so troublesome, it was feared 
that none could be maintained With the exception of the Indians 
on Mary’s river, peace prevails among all the tribes, towards the 
whites wishin this Territory; although some few are at war with each 
other; but a3 a general thing, peace and quietness prevail among 
themselves. 

This gratifying state of thìingsit is believed,is consequent upon the 
humane and consistent treatment which has always been exercised 
towards them, by the inhabitants of this Territory; as also attribut- 
able in part, in strictly enforcing that salutary requirement, which 
prohibits the introduction of that baneful and highly destructive 
agent, called spirituous liquors, into their midst. 

We surély have great cause to congratulate ourselves upon this 
favorable state of things, in regard to our tawny neighbors; for 
while peace and quietness are blessings the most to be coveted, on 
one hand; strife, in ernal commotion, and war, often prove the 
greatest curses which can occur to any people; nevertheless it well 
becomes us to be ever ready; permit no apparent security which may 
prove false, to lull us into any neglect of our manifest duties im pre- 
paring to the extent of our abilities against any emergency that 
might suddenly arise. 

The assessment of taxable property within the Territory for the 
past year, as you will perceive by reference to the Auditor’s Report, 
herewith presented, shows an assessed value of $1,160,883,80.— 
This result, in comparison with previous years; shows a rapid in- 
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crease of the resources of this Territory, which properly husbanded, 
and future proportional increase, presents a very favorable prospect 
for the rapid developement, and extension of the energy and enter- 
prise of this young and vigorous Territory. ae 

Many are the inducements presented for the investment of money, 
many an enterprise flattering to the pride of the. Body Politic, are 
calculated to lead a’government inte extensive appropriations, based” 
upon a speedy return of capital invested, overflowing coffers, and 
vastly increasing wealth. The experience of past events shows, that 
we should be guarded against such visionary problems, to be solved 
only by the hereditary barter and exchange of alike worthless 
“Promises to Pay.” l 


The revenue, under the existing laws, arising upon the foregoing 


assessment, fines, é&c., amounts to the sum of $26,670,58 
Of this amount there has been collected 16,021,92 
Leaving a deficiency not yet collected, of $10;648,66 


Much of this amount will be collected in wheat, as has also been 
the case with collections already made. Owing to the present sear- 
city of money, not over one tenth of the foregoing amount has been 
collected in that article. j : 

The expenditures of this Territory, being incurred principally fór 
improvements, renders the grain currency less inconvenient than 
would probably be the case, if it had.to be devoted to the payment 
of interest on bonds, or per diem allowance, fees, &c., of officers. 

Public services, as usual, are gratuitous, with the exception of those 
who receive their per diem from the General Government. 

The Taxes of those enyaged in supporting Indian hostilities, kave, 
under the provisions of the present law, in many instances been al- 
lowed for services; a small consideration indeed, when we consider 
the nature and amount of service rendered. Many of those men 
hold themselves and animals constantly on hand, and are ready to 
goa; a moment’s notice; although no other compensation has as yet 
been paid, yet the amount of expenditures thus incurred, is for the 
past year, ¥3,457,87. ~ a 
` The amount paid in bounty, for Wolf and Fox pates during the 
same time, amounts to $2,233; these two items alone are more than 
one fifth of the whole amount of revenue, and more than one third 
of the whol e amount collected. l 

The same report of the Anditor, shows that for bridges and reads, 
Woolen Factory and University, have been paid ‘on appropriations, 
$4,725,87, which only leaves a balance of a little over $5,000 to 
defray the expense of printing, surveys, and various other necessa- 
ry and inevitable expenses of government; less than one fourth of the 
entire amount of tax assessed would ensure to.the Territory a far- 
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wer revenue for the ordinary governmental purposes, were there no 
appropriations for improvements, or encouragement afforded to en- 
terprise. This statement of things should be highly satisfactory to 
the tax-payer: the more especially when he can see thé money ex- 
pended in such a manner as will enhance the value of his own pro- 
perty, and prove beneficial to his own convenience 4nd interest. ` 

Gentlemen: Representatives and Councilors of the people: it is to 
you we look for wise and salutary laws, under the provisions of 
which we expect to rise and extend forth to the accomplishment 
of our national destiny. You have itin your power to influence, to 
a great extent, the welfare of the rising State, Your actions, your 
maxims, your decisions, will be regarded as precedents; your en- 
actments will go into operation, and will shape the course of the 
Body Politic: will be the rule of decision of the Courts of Justice, 
and will indicate unto all who shall come within the range of our 
influence for years to come, net only the administration of Justice, 
but the mode and operation of the Government itself, through the 
entire extent of the Territory. 

They will entwine themsclves around every interest in society, and 
will be studied by the people as a guide for them, to regulate their 
intercoursé with cach other. 

Ordinarily it has been the custom of the Legislature te meet, hur- 
riedly pass a few necessary laws, and then leaving their business half 
finished, return to their several homes and avocations, devolving 
upon others, duties that rightfully belong to themselves. Unques- 
iionably it is meritorious to be industrious in Legislation, and not to 
prolong the session longer than absolutely necessary; for this saves 
time and expense to the Government; yet it is equally meritorious tu 
sive due consideration to all laws, and take sufficient time not only to 
deliberate upon the various questions which are liable to arise, but be- 
come acquainted with all their bearings and probable effect. There- 
fore, while I would counsel the due observance of the principles of 
industry, and expeditious Legislation, consistent with the faithful 
discharge of the duties incumbent upon you; yet, let that wisdom 
and eure pervade your counsels, which should characterize the acts 
of all deliberate bodies, that when you shall have adjourned, your 
business will have been accemplished to your own satisfaction, and 
the satisfaction of all those associated with you. ie 

The Organic Acts allows only forty days for one session, ten of 
which weie expended when first convened, leaving only thirty more 
tor the present session. 

I would respectfully suggest that the considerations of per diem 
allowance ought not to weigh in consideration of the faithfal dis- 
charge of the duties and trusts reposed in us; and the law does not 
prohibit the call of another session, if you should find it necessary 
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to have it prolonged beyond that time. You are already aware that 
there are no funds ia the Territory at the present time, designed-for, 
or that can be appropriated for Legislative purposes, -yet they will 
unquestionably be forwarded, as soon as circumstances will permit. 
Your early attention is solicited to provide by law, for. the safe 
keeping, preservation, and disposition of the State Library, as I do 
not wish to curtail the privilege of its use, nor yet feel at liberty to 
indulge the access of so many applicants, lest some injury or lose 
might occur, Itis my wish that all who desire may be enabled to 


partake of its benefits without restraint; yet some law regulating its 
use seems necessary. ` 


Many are the considerations which crowd into the mind upon o¢ ` 


casions like this; the more especially to those who by bitter experi- 
ence can contrast the turbulent past with the peaceful present. The 
sound of music is not sweeter to the ear, than the breath of freedom, 
inhaled from the mountain breeze. 


Let us be wise stewards over the blessings we enjoy, over the tfusis 


reposed in us; and peace and union dwelling in our midst, may-éx- 
altation and perfection crown all our efforts, enabling us to perpétn- 
ate unto those who shail come after us, the blessings of a free, gov-

It having pleased the Father of all good, to make known his mind 
end will to the children of. men, in these last days; and through the 
ministration of bis angels, to restore the Holy Priesthood unto the 
sons of Adam, by which the gospel of his Son has been proclaimed, 
and the ordinances of life and salvation are administered; and 
through which medium the Holy Ghost has been communicated to 
believing, willing, and honest minds; causing {gith, wisdom and in- 
telligenve to spring up in the hearts of men, and influencing them to 
flow together, from the four quarters of the earth, to a land of peace 
and health;1ich in mineral and vegetable resources; reserved of old 
in the councils of eternity for the purposes to which it is now appro- 
priated; a land choice above all other lands; far removed from the 
strife, contention, divisions, moral and physical commotiuns, that 
are disturbing the peace of the nations and kingdoms of the carth: 

I, BRIGHAM YOUNG, Governor of the Territory aforesaid, in 
response to the time-honored custom of our fathers at Plymouth 
Rock, by the Governors of the several States and Territories, and 
with a heart filled with humiliation, and gratitude to the Fountain of 
all good, for his multiplied muniticence to his children, have felt de- 
sirous to, and DO PROCLAIM Thursday, the first day of January, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-two, a Day oF PRAISE AND THANESGIVING, 
for the citizens of this our peaceful Territory, in honor of the God 
of Abraham, who has preserved his children amid all the vicissi- 
tudes they have been called to pass; for his tender mercies in pre- 
serving the nation undivided in which we live; for causing the gos- 
pel of His kingdom to spread and take root upon the earth, beyond 
the power of men and demons to destroy; and that He has promised 
a day of universal joy and rejoicing to all the inhabitants who shall 
remain when the earth shall have been purified by fire, and rest in 

ace. : 

And I recommend to all the good citizens of Utah, that they ab- 
stain from everything tlatis calculated to mar or grieve the Spirit 
of their heavenly Father on that day; that they rise early in the 
morning of the first day of the New Year, and wash their bodies with 
pure water; that all men attend to their flocks and herds with care- 
fulness; and see that no creature in their charge is hungry, thirsty or 
cold; while the women are preparing the best of food for their house- 
holds, and their children ready to receive it in cleanliness and with 
cheerfulness; then let the head of each family, with his family, bow. 
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dowñ upon his’knees‘ beforé the God of Israel, and: acknowledging 
all his sins;’dnd the sins-of his household, call upon the’ Father” in 
the name-of Jesus, for every blessing that he désires for himself; his 
kindred, the Israel of God, the universe of man; praying with full 
purpose of heart and united faith, that the union of the: United States 
may be preserved inviolate against’all the devices Of wicked men; 
until truth shall reign triumphant, and the glory of Jehovah shall 
fill the earth; then in the name of Jesus, ask the Father to bless your 
‘food, dnd when you have filled the plates of your household, partake 
with them, with rejoice and-thanksgiving; and if you feel to make 
merry in your hearts, sing a song of thanksgiving; and hft up your 
hearts continually in praise-and acknowledgment of the unbounded 
mercies you are momentarily receiving. 

I also request of all good and peaceful citizens, that they abstain 
from all evil thinking, speaking, and acting on that day; that no one 
be offended by his neighbor; that all jans and discords cease; that 
neighborhood broils may be unknown, ‘that tattlers and strife may 
not be remembered. that evil surmising may be forgotten, that all- 
may learn the tiuch, and have no need of priests to teach them; that 
all may be well, and have no need of doctors; that all may cease 
their quarrels, and starve the lawyers; that all may do as they 
would be done un‘o. co that perfect love which casteth out all fear, 
may reign triumphant, and there shall be nothing to disturb the qui- 
et of an infant in all the Territory of Utah; that there be no conten- 
tion in the Jand; and that the same peace may extend its influence 
to the utmost bounds of the Everlasting hills, and from thence to the 
habiiauon ofevery man and beast, to the ends of the earth, til] the 
leopard shall lie down with the kid, the lion shall eat straw hke the 
ox, and the babe shall Jay his hand upon the cockatric’s den, and 
find peace to its soul. : 

I further request. that when the day has been spent in doing 
good; in dealing your bread, your butter, your beef, your pork, 
your turkeys, your molasses, and the choicest of all the products of 
the valleys of the mountains, at your command, to the poor; that 
you end the day in the same order, and on the same principle that 
you commenced if; that you eat your supper with singleness of heart, 
as unto the Lord, after praise and thanksgiving, and songs of re- 
joicing; remembering that you cannot be filled with the Holy Spirié, 
and-be preparing for celestial glory, while the meanest menial un- 
der your charge or control, is in want of the smallest thing which 
God has viven you power to supply; remembering that tWat menial is 
dependent on ‘you.for its comforts, as you are dependent on your 
God for your constant support. Retire to your beds early, that- you 
may be refreshed, and rise early again, and so continue until times 
and seasons are changed; or, finally I say unto yeu, let ‘the same 
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process be continued from day to-day, until you artive unto one df 
the days of Kolob, (where day is 1000 of our years) the planet negr- 
est unto the habitation of the Hiternal Father; and if you do not find 
peace and rest to your souls by that time, in-thepractice of these 
things, and no one else shall then present himself to offer you better 
counsel, I will be there, and knowing more, will tell you what you 
ought to do next. :

AUDITOR'S REPORT O

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS.

To the Honorable Council and House of Representatives of 
Utah Territory, in Legislature assembled: 


GENTLEMEN: - 


In presenting to your Honorable body, the general report of Pub- 
lic Accounts, for the`Territory of Utah, for the year 1851, I must 
erave your indulgence for its imperfections and brevity, inasmuch as 
circumstances which cannot be controlled by human agency, have 
rendered it impossible to present all the statistics which are ever 
desirable to those upon whom devolve the responsibility of directing 
and governing the affairs of nations, and especially of this young 
but rapidly growing Territory. These circumstances are many and 
various; one or two of which I will mention, viz: The organization of 
new counties, and consequent appointment of new officers, who have 
not had time to understand in full the duties enjoined upon them.— 
The removal of officers, such as Justices of the Peace, from one 

‘eounty to another, and consequent disarrangement of their accounta, 
&e., upon whom the Auditor has to depend in some measure for 
reports to be embraced in the general manifest at the close of the 
year: Butthe greatest difficulty has arisen from the apparent sear- 
eity of money, which has delayed the collection of nearly the whole 
of the year’s taxes to within the last two months; and even now, at 
this late period, the weekly receipts amount to from five hundred to 
one thousand dollars, in wolf bounty, wheat, &c.; in consequence of 
which fact, it has been eonsidered advisable tó keep the Collector’s 

books open a few weeks longer, in order that the vast delinquency 
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which appears on this report, may be diminished, and a better pros- 
pect afforded for the commencement of the business for the year 
ensuing. 

Hence, this report is not final, but is merely a statement of facts as 
they exist at the present date, and may be relied on as mainly cor- 
rect, in all the matters herein presented. 

Some idea of the growth and prosperity of this Territory, may 
be formed, by comparing the Revenue for the year 1850, with that 
for the year 1851. The total amount of taxes for the year 1850, 
was ci ht thousand one hundred and sixteen dollars, (68116) while 
the amount of taxes for the year 1851, amouhts to twenty three 
thousand nine hundred and seventy-one dollars, (323,971) showing 
an increase of fifteen thousand eight hundred and fifty-five dollars, 
($15 855) or nearly two hundred per cent.: a sum which, if all col- 
lected, would be amply sufficient to pay all .the Territorial debts, 
and leave a handsome balance on hand tb prosecute the business for 
the coming year. 

. With these preliminary remarks, I will proceed to lay before you, 
as the facts now exist, the following:

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You will perceive by: the foregoing, that'since my last report, 
there has been paid on Messrs. Gardners’ orders, for work done in 
the year 1850, on the Cottonwood canal, $412 15. I haye repeat- 
edly endeavored to obtain a report of the amount of indebtedness for- 
work on said canal, so as to know when the whole was paid; hit 
have not yet been able to obtain it. It is for your honorable body 
to say whether such orders shall be received and paid, until such a 
report is fiurnislied. 

There has been paid to Matthew Gaunt as appears on the above 
report, fifteen hundred dollars, on account of the woollen factory. 
In addition to which, he has got credit this day, for three hundred 
dollars more, leaving a balance of two hundred dollars yet to be allowed 
him by the State Commissioner, out of the appropriation of two 
thousand dollars, made a year ago. By reference to the State Com- 
missioner’s report, you will see that unless an additional appropri- 
ation is made, the work will fall far short of being completed. Of 
course, if no further appropriation is made, or instructions given on 
the subject, payment will be stopped when the two thousand dollars 
is expenced. 

There is a-balance yet due the Tithing Office, on last year’s ac- 
count, of upwards of seventeen hundred dollars; but inasmuch as 
bay is coming in very rapidly for Taxes, the balance will soon be 

aid. ; ` 
j In consequence of the lack of money, all the publie or Territorial 
receipts and payments for the year 1850, have been made through 
the Tithing Office, with very few exceptions; and the Treasurer’s 
books only show a general account of reccipts and expenditures for 
the year. The accounts on the Treasurer’s books balance; and I 
have not considered it necessary to present any Treasurer’s report, 
inasmuch as the foregoing shows the whole transaction for the year. 

There are occasionally, orders received and applied on taxes, from 
Robert and Harvey Pierce, ex-supervisors; the former claiming re- 
muneration for services as supervisor, and the latter for work on 
road and bridges not previously included in his report. It-remains 
with your honorable body to say whether such claims shall continue 
to be allowed, and to make such regulations in regard to the mat- 
ter, as you in your wisdom may deem proper. 

The “amount not accounted for” by the Collector, is copied 
from the books as they now appear; but he has claims and demands 
on responsible persons, for a considerable portion of the amount, 
which are not yet in a situation to be credited to him on his account. 

Should an allowance be made to the Collector, for services for the 
year 1851, the Auditor would be pleased to be advised of it as soon 
as consistent, that it may be included in his account in thé final set- 
tlement. 
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The foregoing items are all that I conceive to be necessary to re- 
fer to in this report; unless I may be permitted to suggest one thing 
further, namely: if Assessors and Collectors are to be appointed for 
each county, and the Auditor is required as heretofore, to prepare 
their books, he would wish to be séasonably notified, as it will re- 
quire much time and labor. vo. : rik 

As thé undersigned is Auditor for the State of Deseret, and not for 
the Territory of Utah, you will probably deem it wisdom to appoint 
another Auditor during the present session of the, Legislature. | If 
so, the undersigned will be happy to aid and instruct lim, to the 
best of his ability, and furnish him with any information he is in 
pasion of, in regard to his duties, and matters pértaining to his 
office. > ' . a

ORDER TO TAKE THE CENSUS.

Srr-—Whereas by an act of Congress, creating the Territory of

“viz: Ist, Great Salt Lake county; 2d, county of Davis; 3d, Weber 
county; 4th, Utah county; 5th, San Pete county; 6th, Iron county; 
7th, Tooele county; and 8th, Green river Precinct. 


i The first day of April, 1851, will be the date to which your enu- 
meration and return, will have reference. 


For your services, you will receive such compensation, as the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature, at its first session, may allow.
